PLAGUE KILLING HORSES 


Fall Crops Are Going Unharvested In 
Kansas. 
Topeka. Kau., S**pt. 7. — Because 
more than 4DOO horses have died in 
western Kansan tome a mysterious 
disease broke out, army veterinarians 
at Fort Riley have established a quar 
amine, prohibiting 
the bringing of 
any horse on the military reservation.
